Church of Rome's Supremacy and Infallibility, &c. as 
it is for its own ſufficiency, the 'Trinity and Incarnation 


of our Bleſſed Saviour, we ſhould have heard more of 


their Proofs from Scripture, than of Requeſts and Ad- 
dreſſes to the Church of Zng/and ( the great Patron it- 
ſeems of theſe Points) to prove from Scripture the Tri- 


nity and Incarnation. 


Theſe Articles of the Chriſtian Faith are an Argument” 


worthy 6f a ſerious Conſideration, if propoſed by one 
-that really needs, as well as he pretends to deſire, Satisfa- 


ion. But-to have a Member of the Church of Rome 
( as our Author apparently is ) paſannteg an Arrian 
and other Hereticks, and'in the face of the World re- 
quiring Scripture-proof for thoſe above-ſaid Points of 

| holick Doctrine: To have this thruſt upon us afreſh 
2fter the unrefuted Anſwers given to the Firſt Reques?, 
the Catholick Dialogue, and the Plea for a Socinian, is no 
good ſign, whatever he pretends, of one fincerely deftrous 
of finding out the Truth ; nor would it be worth the while 
to take up the Cauſe anew for his fake, who I am ſenſible 
is not to be ſatisfied in this way, were it not for ſome 
better End.it may be uſeful to. 


The Addreſs conſiſts of ſeveral Propoſals ; which

There can be no doubt, but that the main Concern of Man 
in this Vale of Tears, is the Salvation of his Soul.

If they be, then they are. either clearty con- 
tained in it, ſo that there is no need of an Interpreter for: 
the meaning of the words; or not. If there be noneed of 
any ſuch Interpreter, then I humbly ask. what theſe Neceſ- 
faries to Salvation are, and in what Chapter .and Perſe of 
Scripture each of them may be "found. For example ; Is 
the belief of a Trinity, &c. | | 


For the-clearer underſtanding of the whole, I ſhall A»fwer. 
divide it into ſeveral Queſtions. 


Q. xr. Whether all things neceſſary to Salvation are con- 
tained in Scripture ? 

A. If there are things neceſlary to Salvation that are 
not contained in Scripture, the World is, for ought I ſee, 
at a g= loſs where to ſeek them : For nothing can be 
neceſiary to Salvation, which was not neceſlary in the 

Primitive, and will be ſo to all ſucceeding Ages. But 
where to find thoſe things thus neceffary, out of Scrip- 
ture, that have been of a date and Authority equal to 
it, I know none that have attempted the diſcovery : 
Nor could we ever yet be favoured with an account of 
what theſe Neceſſaries are, and where each of them may 
be found. Sothat Scripture muſt contain theſe Neceſlary 
things, or elſe weare left without any means of knowing 
them. * And the Scripture muſt fail of its end, and we of 
the Salvation therein revealed, if that be not as ſufficient 
in its kind to beget Faith in us, as Faith is to. fave us.

might believe, that Jeſus is the Chriſt, the Sou of Godj.and 
that believing ye might have life through his name: Nay, 
we are as much aſſured of this, as we are of its Divine- 
Authority ; for the fame Apoſtle that faith, 4// Scrip- 
ture is given by Tuſpiration of God, doth immediately 
before as poſitively affirm, that the Scriptures are able 
to make us wiſe-unto Salvation, 2 Tim. 3.15, 16. 
From 'which Conſideration it was, that all-doubts re- 
lating to Salvation were hereby to be refolved ; which 
could not be, were not all things neceſfary to Salvation 
contained in it. So when that Queſtion was pat to our 
Saviour, Maſter, what ſhall TI-do to inherit eternal life 2: 
He anſwered, What i written in the Law > How readeſt 
thou? Thou knoweſt the Commandments, Luke 10. 25, 26. 
Mark 10. 17, 19. And that they had Moſes and the Pro- 
phets, was in his eſtimation ſufficient to diſpoſe them to 
Repent, without any other Reyelation than was therein 
contained, Luke 16.29, 30, ZI | 
Till it can therefore be ſhewn, that the Scripture 
was not written to make men wiſe unto ſalvation ; or that 
men might be wiſe to Salvation without knowing the 
things neceſfary to it: Till it can be proved that the 
- Old Teſtament was not a Rule of Faith and Manners 
to the Fews in all points neceffary to their Salvation; 
Or that both 0/4 and New-7Teſtament have not the ſame 
end, or notthe fame ſufficiency to that End now to the 
Chriſtian, as the 0d Teſtament alone had to the Jewiſh 
Church ; we have no reaſon: to think the Scripture de- 
feive in any. thing neceſſary to Salvation, or that 
there is any other means provided by God to ſupply 
ts deficiency therein. | od 
And in this Dodtrine we are notialone, - but have” the 
concurrence of ' the moſt Authentick Writers of the 
'Chriſttan Church ; of which fort in particular is that

Q. 2. Whether all things neceſſary to Saluagion are 

clearly contained in Scripture? © oO Oo pets 0 
It was, we have ſeen, the Opinion of St. Au/tin, that 
not only all things thus neceſlary are contained. in Scrip- 
ture, but alſo that they are plainly therein contained, 
And : yet neither; that Father nor any of the ſamg,nuynd 
with him ( as who was not; then, andwho.is. not. now, 

except the Church-of -Rome 2) did ever thereby under- - 

ſtand that all theſe Neceſlaries are expreſly contained, in 
Scripture, ſince an evident Conſequence is. equivalent-to 
a plain and expreſs Propoſition ; as it was Matt.22.3 1,32: 
Nor 2. do'they underſtand by being, clearly..contamned in 
Scripture, that all perſons may immedrately kearn all Ne- 
ceſſaries, by the meer reading of: it ( as our Author puts 
the Caſe) without the uſe of thoſe, means for. the under- 
ſtanding of it, that God has appointed, and the nature of 
the thing requires; ſuch as attention, .conſtderation, . and 
the aſſiſtance of Teaching Guides. For the plainneſs or 
yglearneſs of the things to be learned and underſtood, ; and 
an Inſtructor to lead us to or .help us.un.the underſtand- 
ing them, are not only. conſiſtent, but generally to be 
ſuppoſed. It's a good laying of one upon this Argu- 
| meant ;

ment; That is not obſcure, which 4 ardinary means may- 
be md; But that is ſo which either bath no means 
at af to open it, or hath fuch as are not ordinary. 

Neither 3. can it be ſuppoſed that «he Scriptufes FR | 
ſo clearly contain all things neceſſary; as that nothing | 
of that kind ever was, or can be excepted againſt ; For 
they may be plain, and yet for ſome prevalent reaſons 
it may not be confeffed. They may again be plain, and 
yet not be underſtood: to be fo. from ſeveral Impedi- 
ments. 

Sometimes this proceeds from a natural Impe- 
diment, as-it is in Children, and ſuch as are of a very 
weak capacity. - And yet evert to ſuch St. 4»/tin ſuppoſes

Q. 3. What are theſe Neceſſaries to Salvation ? 

Our Author offers Three Inſtances of ſuch Neceſfaries 
as are not clearly revealed in Scripture, viz. The Trinity, 
the Incarnation of our Saviour, and the obſervation of

Dottrine of the" Trinity is not clearly contained in Scrip- 

ture, becauſe Unity in fome places ſignifies not a Unity 

of Eſſence, but of Will ; which way of arguing ſuppoſes 

that if a word be taken in two or more, different ſenſes, 

then the Scripture doth not clearly contain the things 

contained in thoſe words. | . 

As for Example ; the word, Door, is ſometimes taken 

in Scripture in a proper ſenſe, ſometimes in a Metaphori- 
-cal; and being thus differently taken, we cannot, accord-

It Leing uſual in Scripture after that Times, Places, 
Things, and Perſons were ſet apart for the Service of 
God by Divine Inſtitution, to have his Name as a Mark 
of Propriety given tothem : Thus we read of the Lord's 
Paſſover, Exod. 12.11. The Sabbath of the Lord, Exod. 
20. x0. The Temple of the Lord. The Lord's S:pper, 
x Cor. 11.20. 

Now I know not what Reaſon can be aſſigned, that 
when the Things thus dignified by this Title, are elſe- 
where of Divine Inſtitution, and ſo named becauſe of 
that Inſtitution; that this Day ſhould be called the 
Lord's Day,and not be of Divine,but Humane Inſtitution. 

3. We may obſerve further, That as the New World 
of Redemption began upon that Day, ſo-upon the ſame 
Day did Chriſt ſolemnly conſecrate the Chriſtian Church 
by the Deſcent of the Holy-Ghoſt upon the Apoſtles, 
As 2. x, 2. ( as of old, the Fewiſh Church was by a 
Cloud or Divine Appearance, Exod. 40. 34 I Kings 8. 
IO, It- ) Which they had the Promiſe of, and until 
which, they were not to depart from Feruſalem, and to 
enter upon the work of gathering a Church, 4s x. q:

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- 4. It was the Day which the Primitive Chriſtians in 
the Apoſtolical times held their ſtated Aſſemblies upon 
for Divine Worſhip; as appears Ads 20. 7. 1 Cor. £6. 2. 
This may ſuffice for the firſt branch of his Query, 
T defire to know in what Chapter and Verſe it is clearly con- 
tained in Scripture. - | 
His next ts, Where the Abrogation of the Saturday [he 
means the Sabbath ] zs clearly expreſſed? I may anſwer 
him, it's ix the ſame Chapter and Yerſe where the.

Let no man judge you in 
meat, or drink, or in reſpeit of an holy-day, or of new- 
moons , or of the ſabbath [days] which are a ſhadow of 
things to come, but the body is of Chriſt. Where the 
word, c«þ8«57, tho in the plural, ſignifies the Seventh 
day, or Jewiſh "Sabbath, as it doth Mat?. 25. Io, 12. 
and for the moſt part in the 'New-Teſtament : And 
which being a ſhadow, as well as Meats and Drinks, Holys 
days and New-Moons, was with thoſe, and for the fame 
reaſons, to ceaſe by the coming of Chriſt. 
Now, as the Inſtitution .of Baptiſm abrogated Cir- 
_ © cumciſion, and the Lord's Day abrogated the Sabbath ; 
ſo we may certainly infer, that if the Sabbath was 2

I. Sincerity and Humility, do imply the due uſe of 
all the means a perſon hath in poſſeſſion, for the finding 
out the Truth ; ſuch as diligent reading the Word of 
God, Prayers, and Conſultation with ſuch as are moſt 
able and fit to aſſiſt him: And where this temper is, 
and, this. courſe is taken, - there will never be wanting 
what .is neceſfary. Fohn 7.17. If any man will do his 
will, he fhall know of the dofrine, whether it be of God, 
or whether I ſpeak of my ſelf. 

2. 'No man can believe but according to the motives 
of credibility, and the reaſons he hath for his Faith. An 
obligation lies upon all to believe all things neceſfary to 
Salvation 3 but that is when they are propoſed : and 
according to the Evidence, ſo we are to believe, and fo 
only we can. And yet we do not fay as this Writer 
words it, That Every one is only Bound to believe what is 
clear to him in Scripture. For the Obligation to believe, 


_ doth not depend upon his Underſtanding , but the Au- 


thority of the Revelation ; his want of underſtandin 

may be taken as an excuſe for his want of Faith, buc
